HARDENING OF ARTERIES 
AFFECTS VITAL ORGANS 


Scientists for many years have 
' been seeking the cause or causes of 
arteriosclerosis, but so far, “all we 
know are some of the things which 
do not cause it,” says Dr. John D. 
Hamilton in an article in November- 
December issue of Health magazine. 
Dr. Hamilton is Professor of Pathol- 
ogy at Queen's University, Kingston, 
Ontario. 

He describes arterial degeneration, 
commonly known as hardening of the 
arteries, as consisting “of a thicken- 
ing of the wall of the blood vessel, 
which results in a loss of elasticity, 
and a narrowing of the blood chan-|

British Columbia Archives Get 
Priceless Relics Of Early Days 


ICTORIA.—Priceless relics of the éarliest days of white exploration on 
| the British Columbia coast have been acquired by the provincial 
archives. One is the physical evidence of the taking possession of the coun- 
try for Great Britain in 1786; and the others are five beautiful buttons 
made from iron pyrites found at Nootka in the same year. 

| It was found after long search in 

a tree on Nigei Island. It had been 
| placed there by James Strange, who 
came in that year from India with 
two trading ships, in the tracks of 
| Captain Cook, to trade in sea otter 
| skins. 

Named Queen Charlotte Sound 

There is no evidence of Captain 
Cook’s having taken possession of 
the country for the British Crown 
during the month that he-spent at 
Nootka in 1778. 

Strange, according to his journal, 
landed on an island near the north 
end of Vancouver Island. While on 
la small boat exploring expedition, he 
prarene gay: a high mountain and saw a 
} great sound which he named Queen 
| Charlotte Sound. 
| At the site of an abandoned village 
he took possession of the Sound and 
‘country for King George III and 
“dug deeply into the body of a tree”

Tiny Virus Seen a 
To Kill Living Cell 


PHILADELPHIA. — *Photographs 
showing a tiny--virus invading and 
actually killing a living cell were 
presented to the Electron Microscope 
Society of America. 

The pictures may well mark a 
milestone in biology and medicine, 
for they supply a new method of at- 
tacking such mysteries as infantile 
paralysis, cancer and growth pro- 
cesses. Some pictures achieve new 
high magnifications of 200,000 to 
300,000 times actual life size, thus 
in effect extending human _ vision 
down into the sub-world of life on 
its smallest scale. 


Viruses are tiny particles that 
cause scores of different diseases, in- 
cluding infantile paralysis and flu in 
humans. Some forms of cancer de- 
velop only in the presence of a virus. 

Some viruses kill bacteria and are 
beneficial. One of these kills. bac- 
teria that live in the intestinal tract, 
and this is the virus shown in action 
in the pictures. _ : 

One group of pictures was taken 
by Dr. James Hillier of the Radio 
Corporation of America Laboratories 
at Princeton, N.J. Dr. Hillier devel- 
oped a new double lens that doubles 
or triples the seeing power of the 
electron microscope for many types 
of objects.
